Representative Langley, of Ken¬ 
tucky, having secured the passage of 
a bill* providing for holding terms of 
the United States Court at Jackson. In¬ 
tends next year to ask for an appro¬ 
priation for a Federal building in that 
city. Mr. Langley took to the White 
House a large qullf of a Kentucky 
mountain eagle, with which the Presl- 
d< it signed the bill and In addition 
wrote the following message: “To the 
city of Jackson, with the regards of 
Thoodore Roosevelt.*' 


Following reporta that a raid was to 
be made by night riders in Shelby 
oounty. and the hurrying of soldiers 
there from Frankfort, the dead body 
of Newton Hazelett was found lying 
In the road near Jacksonville. He wns 
shot through the heart. In his hand 
was a revolver, and In his pocket were 
a pair of wire clippers and many cart¬ 
ridges. Telephone wires in the neigh¬ 
borhood had been cut and other evi¬ 
dences of the presence of night riders 
were found. 

The grand Jury at Laporte, Ind., re¬ 
turned seven Indictments against Ray 
Lamphere, one each charging the mur¬ 
der of MVs. Belle Guinness. Philip 
Guinness.

FARMER’S BODY 
FOUND IN ROAD 


Newton fi. Hazelett 
Through Heart. 


Shot 


Reports That Night Riders 
Were Abroad. 


Dead Man Had a Pistol 
Gripped In Hand. 


SOLDIERS SENT TO SCENE 


Shelbyvllle. Ky., May 22 .—[Special.] 
—With a hole tom through his heart 
from a charge of buckshot, the lifeless 
body of Newton B. liaxelctt. a well-to- 
do farmer living at Consolation, a small 
station on the Lexington branch of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, was 
found at daylight this morning about a 
half mile from Jacksonville, on the 
roadside where the Jacksonville and 
Sweethomc road intersects the Lebanon 
pike. 

Gripped In the right hand of the 
dead man was a forty-four caliber 
Colt’s revolver, two chambers of which 
were discharged. Lyln- af his side 
was a pair of wire cutters and near 
by were two empty shotgun shells, 
which the slayers had evidently emp¬ 
tied from their guns after they satis- 
fled themselves that tholr victim was 
dead. 

The killing occurred about 13 o'clock, 
as persons living in a near-by house 
were awakened by the sound of four 
shots fired In rapid succession. 

A number of farmers In the neigh¬ 
borhood where the tragedy occurred 
had announced their determination of 
raising tobacco this year and the gen¬ 
eral opinion Is that they have had a se¬ 
cret nuderstanding with each other for 
some time and had been guarding 
their plant beds and barns.

Washington, May 22— [Special]— 
The House to-day passed the Crum¬ 
packer bill.

Late Thursday afternoon it became 
noised about that there would be a 
raid of night riders that night and 
an attempt would bo made to scrape 
all the beds In the neighborhood.

I lett’s lifeless body lay. but they made 
no report of finding it to the residents 
of the neighborhood and returned to 
Frankfort before the body was discov¬ 
ered by a man named Rodgers, who 
happened to pass along the road. Tho 
officers believe that Hazelett was killed 
from ambush. The spot where men 
laid In wait was plainly discernible 
this morning when the officers reached 
the scene. At the Coroner's inquest the 
fact came out that Hazelett was 
strongly in favor of cutting out the 
1908 crop, and this gave rise to a re¬ 
port that he was Killod by men watch¬ 
ing their barns and plant beds, who 
believed he was about to Join a band 
of night riders for a raid.

Other evidence “brought out rhe fact 
that there had been bad blood between 
his family and another family In the 
neighborhood and suspicion Is strong 
that the affair was an assassination 
with an attempt to cover It up by the 
night rider story. The Coroner's Jury, 
after hearing the evidence, brought in 
a verdict to th* effect that he met his 
death from gunshot wounds at the 
hands of unknown men. One man who 
lived near the shooting testified that 
he heard two men running past his 
place Immediately after the shooting. 
That Hazelett did not die without a 
struggle is shown from the fact that 
two shots were fired from his pistol and 
the other four cartridges hung fire. H* 
was known as a fearless man and a 
crack shot. In his pockets were found 
twenty-five or thirty cartridges to fit 
his pistol. From the location of the 
wounds it la believed that he was shot 
while on his knees. He was struck 
twice, th.* first shot grazing his shoul¬ 
der and the other striking him squarely 
In the heart. His assailants were not 
over thlrty-ffi*e feet from him when 
they fired the shots. 

Hazelett was 46 years of oge, mar¬ 
ried. and ha* a son about 20 years 
old. He lived In the little town of 
Consolation, but ran a farm near Jack¬ 
sonville, where he was killed. His wife 
| said that ho left home In th* afternoon 
to go to his farm and said he would 
visit a sick relative before returning 
home. All the telephones In the neigh 
borhood were put out of commission by 
cutting the wires, but If there were 
any night riders In the neighborhood 
before the killing no one has been found 
who saw them.

Grand Jury Charged. 


Frankfort, Ky., May 22.—[Special.]— 
Useless offices, of Which there are said 
to be many, are to be abolished In the 
three State Insane asylums and the 
feeble-minded Institute located at 
Frankfort. The two Republican mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Control of Char¬ 
itable Institutions say they have found 
that there are too many places In the 
asylums for which there is no need and 
that In every case where It Is found 
that such a place exists, th* office will 
be abolished and the man or woman 
who ha* It will be let out. 

This matter of useless office* and of 
making changes in the management 
of the asylums, and giving the Repub 
Means a part of the offioes. 1* being dis¬ 
cussed by the board now and within 
the next few days it Is expected that 
many ebangw* will be made The full 
board considered suggestions from the 
Republican members regarding pro¬ 
posed removals at each of the asylum* 
and It was decided to do nothing for 
the present, but wait until a fuller in¬ 
vestigation. It Is not believed thst 
there will be any disagreement between 
the members of the board, although 
they represent different political par¬ 
ties. 

Division of tho places in tho asylums 
Is a question w r hich has Just now* 
arisen, but which Mis been a subject 
bound to rise sooner or later. One sug¬ 
gestion has been made regarding the 
division. It has been proposed, and 
may be proposed to the full board, that 
the Republican members take two of 
the charitable Institutions and the 
Democrats take the other two. each to 
have the appointment of ail! officers and 
employes. This would be an equal di¬ 
vision and it may be that this arrange 
ment will be effected.

He had not called Independent deal¬ 
ers and manufacturers ns witnesses, 
he said, because he did not think At 
fair to bring them Into court and lay 
bare the Inner secrets of their affairs. 

"God knows," said the lawyer, "they 
have a hard enough time as It Is." 

There was enough evidence in the 
record to show the illegality of the de 
fondant's acts, said the Government's 
attorney. 

Mr. McReynolds said that If per¬ 
mitted to proceed the defendants would 
In time own all the tobacco business In 
the world The time was coming, said 
the Federal lawyer, when the defend¬ 
ant would have control of even the 
planters growing the natural leaf. He 
said the half dozen men owning the 
American Tobacco Company were en¬ 
joying an income of JT00.000 or $800. 


Chicago. May 22.—Former Secretary 
of the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw said in 
an address here to-day:

Dalzeli Replies. 


No 8teps To Be Taken Toward Con¬ 
gressman’s Expulsion. 

Washington, May 22.—No action 
looking toward the expulsion of Repre¬ 
sentative George L. LIUey, of Connectl 
cut from the House Is contemplated. 
This statement is authoritatively made 
to-day by the Associat'd Press. 

When the special committee appoint¬ 
ed by Speaker Cannon to Investigate 
the charges brought by Mr. LIUey 
against tho Electric Boat Company 
submitted Its report to the House last 
Tuesday. and more so after the report 
had bone read on the floor tho next day. 
there was much speculation as to the 
probable outcome. The severity with 
which Mr. LIUey was handled In the 
committee’s findings gave color to a 
report that those were to be made the 
basis of a discussion of expulsion. Tho 
folowlng authorised statement, made 
to-day. Is contrary wise and conclusive. 

“The House of Representatives has 
nothing more to do with Mr. LIUey so 
far as the Investigation episode Is con¬ 
cerned. The special committee Investi¬ 
gated fully Mr. LUIey*s charges and re¬ 
ported Its findings to the House. Tho 
House by a substantial majority adopt¬ 
ed that report- No further action In 
the matter is contemplated. Tho case 
is closed.”

Bond Issue For Waterways. 


A systematic Improvement of tho 
rivers and harbors of the country Is 
provided for under the terms of a bill 
Introduced in the House to-day by Rep¬ 
resentative Langley. The Tenth district 
Representative has ascertained from 
the engineers at the War Department 
that the rivers and harbors improve¬ 
ments which are now* In progress In 
accordance with projects adopted by 
Congress, will require about $ 150 , 000,000 
to complete, and the btll provides that 
all the available facilities of the depart¬ 
ment shall be utilized In pushing these 
improvements to completion within five 
years. A bond issue of $150,000,000 1» 
provided for. The bill directs the chief 
of engineers to submit to Congress a 
general plan for tho complete develop¬ 
ment Of .the inland waterways and 
coast harbors, such plans to be In fur¬ 
therance of the projects already ap¬ 
proved by Congress. 

Mr. Langley believes that tho period 
of business depression from which the 
country is suffering Is a good time to 
push public wo~ a for the benefit of 
the unemployed. The bond ls*uc Mr 
Langley believes the proper way to 
pay the expense of the work In order 
that the next generation which will 
profit by the Improvement should share 
some of the expense.

'Temperance beer*' Is giving tho 
Treasury Department much trouble 
these days, constant inquiries from the 
public and the brewers being received. 
The Commissioner, in a decision 
rendered to-day, held that "the 
manufacture of an ordinary* beer and 
the reduction of the alcoholic contents 
to less than one-half of 1 per cent, 
by boiling in the open air, or by any 
other process. Is prohibited, unless the 
product Is brought within the exemp¬ 
tion of the proviso by being tax-paid 
as a fermented liquor, regardless of its 
alcoholic contents, but such product 
con talking less than one-half of 1 per 
cent, of alcohol may be sold by retailers 
without the payment of special tax. 

■ 'Brewers who manufacture a bever¬ 
age by this process should treat it In 
all respects as a fermented liquor, tak¬ 
ing up on their records tho materials 
from which It Is made. 

"Brewers who also manufacture a 
beverage which does not at any process 
of manufacture contain more than one- 
half of 1 per cent, of alcohol should 
credit themselves, by separate red-Ink 
entries on their material book with the 
quantity of material used for this spe¬ 
cific purpose, and should use the ut¬ 
most care to keep the processes as 
well as the materials used In the pro¬ 
duction of the two classes of beverage 
separate, and to keep the taxable and 
untaxable articles separate and dis¬ 
tinct one from the other. Tho tem¬ 
perance beverage when removed from 
the brewery premises must be con¬ 
tained In packages unlike those ordi¬ 
narily used for containing fermented 
liquor."

THE LUSITANIA 

RACED ACROSS SEA 


RECORD-BREAKING PACE IN¬ 
TERFERED WITH BY FOO 
NEAR NEW YORK. 


New York. May 22.—Trans-Atlantic 
records for average speed and for the 
shortest trip over the long course were 
broken by the Cungrd liner Lusitania, 
which arrived here to-day. Th^blg 
ship anchored off the Sandy^Hook 
lightship In a heavy fog at 2:55 o'clock 
thla morning, just four days, twenty 
hours and twenty-two minutes after 
she passed Daunt's Rock. 

This beau the best previous time for 
the long course made by her sister 
ship. Mauretania, by three hours and 
thirty-seven minutes and is only one 
hour and forty-two minutes longer 
than the Lusitania's record of four 
days, eighteen hours and forty min¬ 
utes over the short course. 

The Lusitania's average speed for 
the voyage was 24 83 knou, and this 
time goes far toward securing for her 
owners the British mall subsidy of 
$75,000 promised when the Lusitania 
and the Mauretania each shall have 
averaged 24.50 knots per hour or bet¬ 
ter for a round trip passage. 

The Lusitania undoubtedly would 
have made even more remarkable time 
had it not been for the fog bonk which 
she encountered after reaching Fire Is¬ 
land. Up to that point she had been 
speeding along at a pace that would 
have carried her to the lightship with 
a record close to the best time over 
the shorter course. 

It was not only the record for the 
fastest voyage ever made ucross the 
ocean over the long course that the 
Lusitania brought to port with her to¬ 
day, for on the third day out on her voy¬ 
age she made 632 knots, which sur¬ 
passed by. five knots the previous beet 
record of 627 knots, which she made 
some time ago.

Washington, May 22.—Before sailing 
from San Francisco on July 7 on Its 
trip around the world the Atlantic bat¬ 
tleship licet will be reorganised so that 
the ships will be In the various division* 
as follows: 

First Division—Connecticut, flagship; 
Kansas, Minnesota and Vermont. 

Second Division—Georgia, Nebraska, 
New Jersey and Rhode Island. 

Third Division—Louisiana, Virginia, 
Ohio and Missouri. 

Fourth Division—Wisconsin. IlHnols. 
Keantargo and Kentucky. 

The auxiliaries accompanying the fleet 
will be the Panther. Glacier, Culgpa 
and Ajax, the tender Yankton and the 
hospital ship Relief.

May 22—With ih 
announcement of standing commute**, 
submission of various annua! reports 
And consideration of other matters, tho 
general assembly of the Southern Pres¬ 
byterian Church made rapid progress 
to-day It was the »«'Cond day of the 
assembly and it begun with a devo¬ 
tional service conducted by rho R«v. 
In*. W. N. Scott, of Staunton, Va. Re¬ 
ports on young people’s societies, bene¬ 
ficent work, etc., were presented nnd 
referred to the respective committees. 

Through Its secretory. Henry H. 
Sweets, the executive coin ml flee of min¬ 
isterial education and relief presented 
to the assembly its annual report. In 
Its financial statement the commit lie 
*nys that it received from all sources 
for ministerial education, in the la*t 
year, $24,980; for ministerial rertlef. $31.- 
4M; and for the endowment fund of 
ministerial nilef. $44,206. The aggre¬ 
gate receipts were $100.5S8. 

Under rhe topic of “Ministerial Edu¬ 
cation” the rep>ri says that the death 
rate amoug the assembly’s minister* 
from 1894 to 1907 was 30 per year, while 
an average of II were retired each year 
on account of sickness or old age. In 
1894 there wrere 445 candidates, one in 
each 447 of the church membership. 
Slme 1901 there has been a slow but 
steady increase In th* number of candi¬ 
dates for the ministry. Last yrar the 
presbyteries reported to the general As¬ 
sembly 335. and In the fall to tho vari¬ 
ous synods 359 candidates. Nine pres¬ 
byteries, with 285 churches and 18.260 
members, reported no candidates under 
their care. The Importance of provid- 
u>K additional ministers is pointed out 
by the committee rvport a* follows: 

“In our church are 1,050 organisation* 
that have no one to lead them. Some 
of them are hard fields. Thoughtless 
ones might say they are unimportant. 
In some of these from thrve to nix 
must bo grouped together, and with the 
aid of homo mission funds, they can 
offer a support to about 300 pastors.

tional prize court and declaring In favor 
of ths establishment of a permanent court 
of arbitral Justice. 

Them measures are a great and wel¬ 
come advance toward the regulation of 
international relations upon the basis of 
Justico. reason and respect for luw. 

The conference notes with pleasure the 


to the prevention of war itself. 

Finally, the conference rejoices la the 
fact that the representation of all the 
civilized nations of the world In ths sec¬ 
ond Hague conference and the recom¬ 
mendation. In Its final act for a future 
conference, guarantee for the future a 
conference of an International and perma¬ 
nent character capable of correcting the 
Inequalities of International practice and 
of enacting a code of International law 
based upon Justice and equality.

Soul" Is an apt second title. It Is to be 
feared that Mis* Rives in leaving her 
earlier field and dealing with souls In¬ 
stead of bodies, has made this tale a 
mixture of earthly and sublimated 
emotion, of thwarted nature warring 
against herself, resulting In a character 
not only unreal but Impossible. 

"Meraud" Is the given r.ame of the 
perfect lady who, because she has In 
early life been mated with a trute. has 
taken to her mind the Idea that the 
highest earthly love may he felt with¬ 
out the sordid disillusionment of mat¬ 
ing. 8o spiritual, so ethereal Is Me¬ 
raud that she even blushes differently 
from ordinary mortals— ln«te*d of 
growing red she becomes white. Only 
an understanding soul, the poor fellow 
chosen by her spiritual heart, can see 
her Inmost soul, and tills power Is his 
but for a limited period. 

The book begin* rather well, but one 
I* surprised at the manner In which 
the author, Virglnlan-bom, has forgot¬ 
ten her early years and has allowed 
the negroes liberties that they would 
never have thought of either expect¬ 
ing or taking. The story Is placed In 
one of the old estates, with Its beautie-t 
of outdoors and Is fully pictured. But 
the servant* are a curious mixture of 
the genuine negro and the traditional 
attitude of the Northerner In books, 
not In fact.

And she has a way of mixing 
practical thing*, of bringing in little 
acts, gestures and speeches that make 
her work equal to that of Andersen. 
Grimm. Barrie or any of the masters of 
fairy lore. To put real children Into 
unreal adventures Is the secret of 
writing the best fairy tales of the 
world.

Seventeen year* ago, 
when the Anglo-American copyright 
act was piwwed. even the least sig¬ 
nificant of British novel lat* wen' 
buoyed up with great hope*; every¬ 
where It wru* confidently predicted that 
their circulation would forthwith be 
multiplied tenfold- These Hvely expec¬ 
tations, howwer. were not fulfilled, 
and. If enormous sales are now enjoyed 
In.America, they are principally the 
guerdon of American writers, whose 
work Is hardly known In thl* country.

"It consequently happens that com¬ 
paratively few of these book* make 
their way over here, and It 1* difficult 
to estimate the cause* of their success.

may well cause the curious to pause 
It 1* not to be supposed that all home¬ 
grown American successes are made 
of quits such ooarae-gralned stuff, but 
the present example Is certainly a lit¬ 
tle disconcerting. If It represents the 
average taste of the new 'literature of 
democracy.' it Is to be hoped that thl* 
sort of fancy will not gain ground very 
rapidly In our own country* 

"Not that there Is any particular 
harm In the story. It Is moderately 
’proper.* though Inclined to luscious- 
ness, and the prevailing tone Is well 
suggested by the opulent pictures of a 
beautiful young lady, sometimes In her 
night gear, and sometimes reclining 
luxuriously In the arms of her admir¬ 
ers.

The Montgomery case recalls event* 
rather more tragical than scandalous, 
involving ruined homes and blighted 
names, wrecked fortunes, ransacked 
treasuries, suicides, even hints of mur¬ 
der; for Quay addressed himself to the 
shadier side of the sterner sex. nor 
wasted any time capering In a lady's 
chamber to the lascivious pleasing of 
a lute. He left such escapades to his 
aesthetic partner in practical politics, 
the venerable Head Mourner of the fa¬ 
mous Amen Comer. 

Practical politics, as It has come to 
be understood and conducted in the 
United States, reached Its completest 
realization and foulest development In 
Matthew Stanley Quay and Thomas 
Collier Platt. For twenty yean they 
dominated the two Empire States of 
the United 8tates, Pennsylvania and 
Now York. They mado and unmade 
Statesmen. They lorded it over Adminis¬ 
trations. The best that was ever said of 
either of them was that he kept the 
dishonest compacts he had made and 
stood loyally by his rogues. The taint¬ 
ed money of various kinds w hich came 
Into their hands was designed and em¬ 
ployed for "public purposes," that is, 
for electoral ”flre-works,” chiefly 
embracing bribery, perjury, treachery, 
bullying and black-mail. 

They did not limit their operations to 
their own party. They discovered a 
way of using the rascals of the Oppos¬ 
ing party to their ignoble ends, and 
carried a pay-roll In both camps. Noth¬ 
ing was to them too vicious, too sordid, 
too audacious to achieve the purpose at 
Issue, whether secretly to defeat and 
destroy a Republican they found them¬ 
selves unable to oontrol, or to snatch a 
dose election from the Democrats by a 
false count where the well-stuffed bal¬ 
lot-box did not suffice. 

Though Quay Is dead and Platt Is os 
good a* dead, their baleful Influence 
lives after them. Equally in the Key- 
atono State and In the Empire State 
public opinion Is thoroughly defloured. 
Things are taken for granted and ac¬ 
cepted before which any honorable 
sensibility would draw back with hor- 
r »r. Personal Ifitegrlty in public life 
and affuirs Is flouted as obsolete, out- 
of-date. behfnd-the-tlmes, tho quality 
of a fool, or an Iceberg. Even where 
honest politics In one of Its spasms of 
virtue fancies It has bought a man to 
do his duty, he will not stay bought. 
Allko at Harrisburg and at Albany 
the atmosphere is fetid, the corridors 
are blocked by crooks, the legislative 
chambers are filled with tho Slaves of 
crooks, with no adequato power in the 
popular thought, or the press to speak 
for tho State, or to stay the hand of 
the Spoiler. 

Such conditions could only exist 
where the people have been taught by 
Corruptlonlsm to look to legislation for 
unfair advantage; to tho Congress for 
special privileges and Tariff duties In¬ 
suring profits; to tho Commonwealth 
for fat Jobs, from the supplying of a 
prison and the furnishing of an asylum 
to the reconstruction of a Canal and the 
building of a Capitol; nowhere offal, big 
enough to attract, without Its lobby, Its 
hired attorneys masquerading now as 
politicians and now as lawyers. Its se¬ 
cret agents, male and female. Its cof¬ 
fers lined with dirty Dollars. 

II. 

Shall Kentucky rejoice In the fame 
and deeds of Quay and Platt? Shall 
Xntucly seek shamelessly at Frarik- 

i 

fort to emulate Harrisburg and Al¬ 
bany? Shall practical politics and tho 
practical politicians usurp the functions 
of the people of^ventucky whilst breed¬ 
ing a generation of public men corrupt¬ 
ed from their cradles, even as the last 
two generations In Pennsylvania and 
New York have been corrupted, official 
life simply u School of Debauch? 

It Is for the People themselves to say 
and to determine. Each and every 
Community has the Government of Its 
own choosing; a Government which is 
likely to be consonant to Its character 
If not to Its Interests. The present mo. 
ment seems propitious for taking stock 
as It were. 

We are In Kentucky passing through 


an interregnum. AH the old Democrat¬ 
ic Machines, so-cnlled. are busted. The 
Republican Machine Is but a thing of 
shreds and patches. In no event can 
the Republican party last for long In 
Kentucky. It Is too dissonant both to 
our predilections and our business. It 
Is sectlonallzcd by the Negro—from 
whom at the North It cannot disen¬ 
tangle itself—though the Negro vote in 
Kentucky is largely a fungus vote car¬ 
rying with It nulther moral weight, nor 
the pressure of any Intelligent, inde¬ 
pendent public opinion—In other words, 
where allowed by the Republican lead¬ 
ers to vote at all. a Machine vote. The 
Protective Tariff does not help our 
manufacturers because It does not 
reach them, whilst it works ruin to our 
farmers. The Democratic party is 
therefore Inevitable to Kentucky. 

It went down and out through Its 
own short-sighted folly. Fact Ion Ism. 
and very costly and needless fact Ion - 
ism, wrought its undoing. Swapping 
jack-knives does not pay In the long 
run. Neither does monkeying with 
strange gospels. The Prohibition hys¬ 
teria will not bear the light either of the 
noondar sun. or of experimental truth 
of any sort, and cannot outlast the reve¬ 
lations already coming to us from Ala¬ 
bama and from Georgia, though they 
duplicate sixty years* experience in 
Maine. Democracy, standing for^ome- 
rule. would meet Prohibition, which does 
not prohibit, with local option, which

Please after. It would separate its pol¬ 
itics and Its religion and take both of 
them straight In order to avoid equally 
the Pharisee and the fanatic, hurtful 
as they are alike to the Church and 
the State. 

Touching those l.-*suas. tho Courier- 
Journal stands to-day where It has al¬ 
ways stood. It toes the line of ortho¬ 
dox Democracy. It belongs to no fac¬ 
tion and has never belonged to any. 
At every crisis In the Nation and the 
State It has given Its party good coun¬ 
sels and fair warning. £ach event has 
verified its forecast. It? has taken the 
misconception of the Ignorant, the mal¬ 
ice of the self-seeking, full In the face 
and with perfect equanimity. It wants 
nothing except good Government and 
honest and sound Democracy. 

Its course In the future will not de¬ 
flect from Its eburse in the past. It 
will support no movement, begotten by 
time-serving In the Interest of faction-

British Problems In India. 

The occasional reports of seditious 
movements in India have indicated to 
the universal mind Chat something Is 
wrong In the Far Eastern province of 
Great Britain. The Courier-Jounuil 
has pointed out the fears of some high 
in the Indian Government that there 
may coino an uprising as disastrous 
and as difficult to suppress as the 
bloody mutiny of the last century. The 
outcome of such'an uprising, granting 
for the moment that It come to pas*, 
would undoubtedly be the same os the 
outoqme of the mutiny. Great Britain 
would remain in power. 

However, it Is not the eventual re¬ 
sult of any possible trouble, but the 
maintenance of peace and friendly rela¬ 
tions that is occupying the minds of 
British statesmen. The Viceroy and 
tho Government of India and the Sec¬ 
retary of State in London are devoting 
their thought to the question of grant¬ 
ing to the people of India a larger 
share In the management of their affairs 
—whether the larger share should be 
granted them* and. If so, what form 
tho concessions should take. 

"That a large proportion of the peo¬ 
ple of India care nothing at all about 
obtaining larger participation In the 
task of government will hardly be de¬ 
nied.” says tho National Review, a 
prominent Tory publication. The writ¬ 
er proceeds to note that It Is not* how¬ 
ever, only with the mute and Incurious 
figure, the ryot at the plow^that the 
Government has to deal. Mt Is the 
great numbec of educated Indians, the 
people who really count, who crave a 
large voice In tho control of Inuian af¬ 
fairs. Tho British claim their rule Is 
paternal; the educated Indians, that It 
Is a little grandmotherly. "Many of 
the men who quietly contend that In¬ 
dia has advanced rapidly in the lust dec¬ 
ade or two, and that they ore now en¬ 
titled to boor some further share of 
responsibility, havo little or no sym¬ 
pathy with tho exaggerated demands 
of the National Congress," says our 
Loudon contemporary* "They do not In¬ 
dulge in mob oratory In the bazaars, 
and they scoff at the corybantics of 
some of the self-elected ’leaders of the 
people;* but they havo their own con¬ 
victions nevertheless, and cherish them 
with Increasing tenacity. The situation 
we have to face Is that the bulk of edu¬ 
cated, thinking Indians are standing In 
an attitude of expectancy. The free 
fights at Surat, the minor riots here 
and the semi-seditious speeches ilierc, 
are the froth upon the surface of rapid* 
ly quickening expectations. Behind and 
beyond these symptoms—some of them. 
It must be admitted, not a Utile dis¬ 
quieting-lies a deep, a widespread, 
and, on tho whole, an earnest desire for 
some slackening of the leading- 
strings." It Is added that a forward 
movement from craven fear of trouble 
—reform^ that have the appearance of 
being wrung from unwilling hands 
—would be more hurtful thun 
helpful. It were better to stand abuse 
In contemptuous silence than to make 
elaborate experiments to placate noisy 
agitators and enter the haven of a 
quiet life. Sham reforms would sqon 
be detected, too, and there would fol¬ 
low worse discontent than exists. 

What, then, should be done? The 
National Review thus discusses tills 
hard nut which the Britishers have to 
crack sooner or later: 

*Csa tho excellent Intentions of ths 
Government of India i>e atlvwod to nalt 
at this stage? It would rating seem that 
having gone so for, having sroo**! very 
vivid expectations, they must certainly go 
somewhat farther. Mr. Jjbu Murley iu«t 
year quoted Gen. Gordon s view of the 
true secret of governing nun, which was; 
•Try to get into tholr skins; try to realize 
their feelings.' It will not be difficult to 
realize the feelings of the people of Brit¬ 
ish India if they are left to discover that 
tho response to all their lorn* hopes is 
some new snd elaborate machinery which 
hardly carries them a single step forward, 
let there are ways in whlcu an advance 
might bs made, which would leave Brit¬ 
ish supremacy unimpaired, and yet would 
create on atmosphere of greater content¬ 
ment 1 do not for a moment suggest 
any closer participation in the function* 
ot the Supreme Government. That por¬ 
tion of the present system must re¬ 
main Inviolable. In auy case one should 
build the church before one builds the 
steeple. The proper piece to begin to 
permit huger paitlcipatUm lu control is 
m mailers of local Government A policy 
devised to give the people a more poleut 
you* lu the management ot their owu 
affairs in their own districts would not 
only have an educative influence, but 
would be very deeply appreciated. Thu 
Indians themselves should bear more re¬ 
sponsibility instead ot being taught to 
lean, us they do at present upon the dis¬ 
trict officials. No doubt ihty would make 
many mistakes. No doubt, as happen* 
now in eotnu municipal areas, there would 
often be a tendency to do very little. The 
polul U that at least they Would have 
hud their chance, under conditions of 
greater freedom than now obtain any¬ 
where, euve In one or two of tllo largest 
cities. They should be relieved os fur as 
possible from the constant necessity of 
•uylng ditto to the local Mr Burke. That, 
at least, is ono direction In which a 
further material reform might without 
fteriou* difficulty bo framed. It la lu dis¬ 
trict sdmlnliitrution that the first conces¬ 
sions should bo made, by the confer moot 
of more Independent powers on iocsl 1 
urban und rural bodies, and a further de¬ 
velopment of the r e pre se ntative princi¬ 
ple." 

Great Britain’s problems in India are 
of oot only interesting In themselves to 
American political students and people 
generally, but they are profitable to the 
American statesman. America has the 
Philippines to dcul with as a depend¬ 
ency, Our Government has now, and 
will have for a long time, perhaps, 
problems In tho Philippines not 
dlHftimilar In some respects to 
Great Britain’s problems in India. It 
will be noticed that the National Re¬ 
view insists that the natives of India 
should not be allowed any closer par¬ 
ticipation in the Supreme Government 
of India. That Is a trifle narrower than 
the view taken gen era lly by Amorlcmg* 
concerning our relations and policies’ in 
tho Philippines. Great Britain Intend* 
to stay permanently In India. Our fu¬ 
ture In the Philippines Is still the sub¬ 
ject of debate among political leaders. 


At present wt are definitely and abso¬ 
lutely established In the Islands and the 
furnishing of a good government, the 
promotion of the prosperity and the 
extension of the happiness of the Fil¬ 
ipinos are the tasks at hand. 


A Grand Duke In Literature. 

Grand Duke Michael of Russia has 
written a novel. According to the 
Courier-Journal’s London correspond¬ 
ent he has written It all by himself 
uml even “typed*’ It. He does not see. 
so he says, why royalty should not 
earn money. There is no ethical rea¬ 
son why one of royal blood should not 
turn an honest penny with pick or pen. 
It Is to be hoped that the Grand Duke 
will not learn, oiler the public 
gets a look at the book, that there 
are reasons over which he has no con¬ 
trol why he should not earn rubles ns 
a writer of fiction. And It Is not at all 
probable that ho will be disappointed. 
The field should be fruitful for a 
Grand Duke. The title has an adver¬ 
tising value by no means negligible, 
and unless the novel is abominably 
stupid the author should soon have a 
position anion'* the producers of best 
sellers, and give gentlemen from the 
seamy side of life, such as Jack Lon¬ 
don and Upton Sinclair, additional 
cause for disliking the possessors of 
coronets and cash. 

Women are hero worshipers by na¬ 
ture. And In this land of the strenu¬ 
ous and home of the tuckered-out nov¬ 
el reading Is largely given over IQ 
women because the men find more ex¬ 
citement In reading tho ticker. 
Like MaJ. Pcndennls, the wom¬ 
an reader of novels likes the com¬ 
pany of the great and the houses of 
the magnificent the more If she Is not 
wealthy and reads avidly of kings and 
things. If a book about castles and 
the lord* of castles Is alluring how 
much more so a book by a lord of 
castles. A book by the Grand Duke 
Mike—written and typed by tho royal 
hand Itself—should be necromantic. It 
should reach not only the readers of 
Mrs. Wharton, but also the readers of 
Laura Jean Libby, running tho scale 
of social caste and striking chords In 
every walk of life. 

Edgar Saltus recently asserted— 
without fear of contradiction possibly, 
but surely not without expectation of 
tho same—that women are not critics 
and that the woman who thinks when 
she reads or after sho reads Is excep¬ 
tional. like the acrobat who stands 
upon his head and plays a flute while 
kicking balls Into the air. This is a 
slander. The enormous sale of hlgh- 
llfe romances among women Is due less 
to a love of Indifferent literature than 
to a love dt high life to which the 
cheap novel Is the mo**' economical 
means of access. A novel by a Grand 
Duke *ho was exiled from Russia be¬ 
cause ho married beneath himself, al¬ 
though his wife was a niece of the 
King of Sweden, and who la a favorite 
of tho English court, should sell like 
cider and ginger snaps at a fair In 
both Europe and America, but especial¬ 
ly on this side of the ocean. If it does 
not It Will be because It Is the poor¬ 
est novel In print. But even in the 
face of such a catastrophe the author, 
if he still aspires to earn money with 
his pen, might easily become the for¬ 
eign editor of a New York yellow Jour¬ 
nal and draw a considerable salary 
without taking tho time to do all of 
the writing with his own hand. And 
beyond doubt ho could cam a pretty 
penny by contributing to tho ten-cent 
magazines, where a great name never 
goes begging, and where John Law¬ 
rence Sullivan was as sure of reward 
In his day as Richmond Pearson Hob¬ 
son. If the novel falls upon a dull 
market the Grand Duko Mike should 
pluck up ^ils courage. Many avenues 
are still open to Industrious royalty.

this spring scaaon tu many parts of Lou- 
^ city were generally paved 
with asphalt or some other smooth pave, 
meni that would permit the uac of wagon 
sweepers or flusher* the most economical 
method of street cleaning, the dust evil 
fOttM be very largely reduced, but with 
nearly fio per cent of the streets still built 
°* macadam the alow and expensive 
method of scraping the dirt from the 
•*£*?<* brings but little relief. 

The plan proposed, at times, of oiling 
thee« macadam roads Is scarcely feasible 
because of the frequency with which this 
oiling must be done, and the necessity, for 
securing best results, of having tho grade 
of the street tn perfect condition. There 
Is also the objection made by the resi¬

Exports to China have been resumoJ, 
although not on a Urge scale, but any 
business of this nature is considered en¬ 
couraging; yet the advance In prices 
checked Red Sea buying, that footed up a 
fair total of small orders Many dupli¬ 
cate orders are reported for wool gcjods, 
a much healthier situation existing tnan 
for many weeks, although some line* arc 
more active than others. B«»th fancy and 
staple worst**! sell freely, some mills run¬ 
ning overtime on certaJu fabrics, but 
clothiers discriminate against wool goods, 
except the finer grades 

Footwear ealesmen In the Western ter¬ 
ritory have secured fair contmcts, but 
New England manufacturers report that 
the business compares very' unfavorably 
with previous years. A better feeling is 
apparent In th* leather market, sales cov¬ 
ering more than Immediate need* In *>m® 
cases, and there Is Jew anticipation of 
further reductions In quotations. Upper 
leather Is In much better position than at 
any recent date, tanners no longer ac¬ 
cepting the extremely low bids that form¬ 
erly secured shipments. An upward tend¬ 
ency Is noted in hides* the dtfferenc® In 
prices being much greater than the sea¬ 
sonable improvement in quaJty warrants.

Business Quiet Beyond the Normal, 
According To Bradstreet- 

New York. May 22.—Bradstreet's to¬ 
morrow will say. 

Mixed conditions prevailing In the crop, 
trade and Industrial situation prevent 
generalization, except to say that crops 
as a whole are In rather better shape 
than a wrek ago; there Ls a better tone 
In some tinea of wholesale trade and re¬ 
tail business lias be**n benefited in some 
fiocUcms by better weather Still, os a 
whole, busines* is quiet beyond the nor- 
mal. and Industry' Is still «lack. 

Best reports as to retail trade come 
from the Bouthwest and Northwest, where 
weather conditions have favored.

Wholesale trade in a few lines, notably 
dry good*, has a butter tone, cotton goods 
are firiiuT. there Is more doing in staple 
lines frw fall and some lurge special *aies 
at auction or at cut price*, notably at 
Now York. Chicago and Si LjuI*. have 
distributed large quanUiles of goods and 
brought buyers more Ln evidence than for 
months post. There Is a better call f*«r 
sole lcotlwr. and the shoe trade In the 
West Is r*jport**d uottv® In fashionable 
line*, but Eastern shipments are rtns 
snuillrgt for twelve year*. So far as can 
b*fl iwn, the most active branch of the 
dry goods trade In &11 position* i* that 
dealing with wotneo’i wear fabrics.

A second trial of the contest over the 
will of Gapt. Daniel O. Farr, made neces- 
1 *ary by the hung jury as a result of the 
> hearing finished Thursday. will In all 
probability be taken up November 9. 
I A.ouiitK'i on both sides appeared before 
Judge O*Doherty yesterday morning and 
mo\ed that the ea*e be retiockeunl imme¬ 
diately. David W. Baird at first suggest. 
• d that the second trial be taken up again 
Monday, but os this hint was far from re¬ 
ceiving an enthusiastic second from any¬ 
body he then asked that It go to the first 
Monday in October, the day upon which 
the Jefferson Circuit Court resumes Its 
Sittings following the summer cpcea*. An 
Investigation of the docket revealed the 
fact that there were already so many 
cases set down for October It would tn- 
coftvenience many other litigants to put 
the Farr case in that month at all. It was 
I then agreed that the cose should be dock¬ 
eted for some day In November which 
1 would bo convenient for both sides. Lator 
VV F. Purdy, the deputy clerk in Judge 
ODaherty’s court, selected November 9 ns 
the day for taking up the case. lie will, 
however, consult the lawyer# on both 
sides to see if that suits them before 
finally sotting the trial fur that day. 

Rumors of a compromise In the case 
which had been heard in several direc¬ 
tions after K was submitted to the Jury 
were dwiled yesterday by counsel on both 
sides as being without any foundation 
whatever. It was stated that the case 
would be fought out to a finish. It was 
denied by persons In a position to know 
that the costs of the litigation would 
amount to as much as hod been at first 
supposed. The next trial. It was alleged, 
would not add $10,000 In expense to the 
entire litigation. The total cost to tho 
estate wlli7 when the Fidelity Trust Com¬ 
pany settles Its account* In court as ex¬ 
ecutor. be set forth for Judicial approval. 

Munnell Wilson Loses. 

A Jury in Judge Cordon’s court yester¬ 
day a/temOon returned a verdict for ilje 
defendant in the rase of Munnell Wiliam, 
the former legislator from Iiopklns county 
against the Illinois Central Railroad Com- 
The plaintiff had sued for $ 2,000 
es, charging that ho had been 
victim of assault and false ar- 
a train of the defendant 
this city In June. 1903. It 
was averred that he had been falsely ac¬ 
cused by a fellow-passenger named 
Steele that he had picked hie pocket and 
that members of tho train crew, at 
Steele** instance, took hold of him and 
searched him. 

Furthermore, It was said that he was 
not released until ho had reached this 
city. At a former trial of the case Mr.

The Central Stockyard*, purchased lost 
Saturday by the Bourbon Stockyards 
Company, have boon cJoeed down. It Is 
sold thoii they will be reopened tn the 
course of a month or two although def¬ 
inite plans have not been formulated. All 
of tho business now entering tho city Is 
being handled through the Bourbon yard# 
for tne time being Along with the clos¬ 
ing down of the Central yard# come# 
th« report that the Kentucky Packing 
and Provision Company has about com¬ 
pleted arrangement# for an enlargement 
of Its plant, which will Increase it# ca¬ 
pacity twofold 

If the capacity of the plant Is to be 
doubled this wMI Almost necessarily re¬ 
sult In the reopening of tho Central 
yards. The volume Of business would be 
Increased to auch an extent that the cost 
of switching from the Bourbon yards to 
the packing company’s plant, which Is 
situated at the Central Stockyards. w«mld 
make it unprofitable to keen the Central 
yard* closed permanently, ft 1# said. If 
the vards were to remain closed the pack¬ 
ing house would be forced to pay switch¬ 
ing charge# from the Bourbon yards when 
the cattle or hogs could be shipped di¬ 
rect to the Central yards. 

It will probably be the plan to reopen 
tho Central yards and receive all ship- i 
monta at this point arriving on the roads 
which have switches to the yards At 
the Bourbon yards ull the shipments 
coming over the I»ulsvllle and Nashville 
would hi' received Unless this plan were ! 
adopted it would t»e nec<#*ary tor the 
packing company to pay switching j 
charges to tho Bourbon yards and then 
back to It# plonL
